joined to the first port i on and adapted to extend tiirough a hole In a skin layer of tiie 
body of the patient[[,]l: 

a first connector on an end of the first portion: and 

a second connector on an end of the second oortion. 

wherein tiie first and second connectors are releasablv mutuallv connectable 
and confic ured for mutual connection wholtv extemallv of the patient bodv- and^fee 
said socond portion has a s e cond d i am e tor which i s cubstantially flian ttio oaid firot 

2. (Previously presented) The percutaneous lead assembly as claimed in 
claim 1 . wherein said first portion includes a shielding layer. 

3. (Previously presented) The percutaneous lead assembly as claimed in 
claim 1 or claim 2, wherein at least a segment of said second portion is covered witii 
a textured surface.

5. (Previously presented) The percutaneous lead assembly as claimed in 
claim 1, wherein said percutaneous lead assembly includes a lead restraint.

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7. (Previously presented) A percutaneous lead assembly configured to supply 
electrical signals to a medical device implanted within a body of a patient, said lead 
assembly comprising: 

a flexible elongate member including a first unshielded portion configured to 
extend through a hole in a skin layer of the body of the patient; and 

a second shiekied portion which is configured to be joined to said first 
unshielded portion at a site external to the body of the patient 

8. (New) The percutaneous lead assembly of daim 7 comprising a first 
connector on an end of the first portion and a second connector on an end of the 
second pcMtlon, wherein the first and second connectors are releasably mutually 
connectable and configured for mutual connection wholly externally of the patient 
body. 

9. (New) The percutaneous lead assembly of daim 7 wherein the second 
portion has a second diameter which is smaller than the first diameter. 

10. (New) The percutaneous lead assembly of claim 7 wherein the second 
portion has a second diameter which is substantially smaller tiian the first diameter. 

11. (New) The percutaneous lead assembly of daim 1 wherein the second 
portion has a second diameter which is smaller tiian the first diameter. 

12. (New) The percutaneous lead assembly of daim 1 wherein the second 
portion has a second diameter which is substantially smaller than the first diameter. 
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
